ASSIGNMENT IN ANTARCTICA 
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allowing a 24-hour flight—the last five 

= ot which were aboard a C17 mili- 
tary plane—Saundra Edberg Keillor would 

have relished a warm reception upon arrival. 


Instead, she was welcomed to Antarctica by 
howling winds that had dropped alreadv-frigid 
temperatures to -40 degrees, and a stark, 
monechromatic landscape illuminated only 
slightly by milky sunshine. Amid the austere 
secnery was Keillor's home for the next eleven 
weeks: MeMurdo Station, an American 
Antaretic research center located on the south- 
erm tip of Ross Island on the shore of the 
Antarctic continent. 


“lL was very excited about the opportunity, but 
alse a litth nervous,” admits Keillor, Gamma 
Nu/North Dakota State. “I knew this was a 
onee-in-a-lifetime opportunity,” 


Emploved since October 2007 as a human 
resources spocialist for Raytheon Polar Services 
(RPSC), headquartered in Centennial, Colo., 
Keillor also knew her turn on “The lee” was 
inevitable, “There are twenty people in Raytheon’s 
human resources department, and most of then 
have spent time in Antarctica,” Keillor savs, adding 
that South Pole offers are based on seniority. 


Keillor’s emplover, RPSC, exists specifically to 
meet the needs of the National Science 
Foundation Office of Polar Programs, which 
provides support to the United States Antarctic 
Program. This range of services includes sci- 
ence support, operations, information technole- 
fy and communications systems, logistics, and 
incilities engineering and construction for three 
year-round US Antarctic stations, two research 
vessels, and numerous field camps. 


Among these, MeMurdo, with a population 
ranging from SOO to 1,200 residents, is the 
lardest Antareticn station and the logistics hub 
of the US Antaretic Program. 


Keillor lived and worked at MeMurdoe from early 
October 2009 to mid-December 2009, Her stay 
coordinated with Antarctica’s “summer” s¢ea- 
son—a period trom September to March when 
high temperatures average 4) degrees; lows 
average -40; and the sun, which appears to 
move in a counter-clockwise circle, is continu- 
ously above the horizon. 


NAVIGATING THE “NEIGHBORHOOD” 


Although MeMurdo often is perceived as a small 


and rugdéed outpost, the polar opposite is true. 
Its SS buildings range in size from a small radio 
shack to lardée, three-story structures. Repair 
facilities, dormitories, administrative buildings, 
a firchouse, power plant, water distillation 
plant, whart, stores, clubs, warehouses, and 
state-of-the-art laboratories are linked by 
above-ground water, sewer, telephone, and 
power lines. A transportation “hub,” MeMurdo 
also has a harbor, landing strips on sea lee and 
shelf ice, and a helicapter pac. 


“MeMurdo is like a small city, with residents 
who range from doctors to plumbers,” Keillor 
suvs, noting that scientists compose only a frac- 
tion of the population. “For me, MeMurdo had 
the combined feel of a mining town and a cam- 
pus town.” The canipus town ambiance, she 
adds, was expressed bv several bars, fitness 
classes, recreational sports leagues, and a range 
al special events, 


Within this unique community, Keillor’s 
responsibilities included enrolling employees in 
henelit programs, conducting orientations and 
Workshops, and serving as a contact person for 
questions. “OQocasionally, | dealt with emplovee 
issues,” she says. “Within a harsh, isolated 
environment, litth things can quickly hecome 
hid things. Conflict resolution was very impor: 
tant, particularly when you share work space, 
living space, and recreational space.” 


Atypical workday started around 7 a.m. with a 
bracing and very brief walk from her dorm to 
office. Due to the time difference—colleagues 
in Colorado were 20 hours behind MeMurdo— 
much of Reillor's morning was devoted to corre- 
spondence wid e-mails. By 5:30 p.m., it was 
time to call it-a day, with most weeks averaging 
S4 hours. “At week number eight, | wondered 
how | was going to make it for another three,” 
Keillor admits. “Time really dragged on my 
davs off.” 


Daily challenges affected mind anc body. 
“Because there is very little external influence, 
living on The Ice really heightens your person- 
ality, and you learn a lot about yourself,” she 
savs. “If you're a creative person, you become 
even more creative. Or if you're a jerk, you can 
become a really big jerk. 

“As both a colleague and a friend, the kev for 
me was to be sensitive and to stay positive,” 
The environment packed some physical punch- 


esis Well, By the end of Keillor's stay, daylight 
spanned 24/7. Although dorm windows were 


Crabeater seals are the most abun- 
dant of the Antarctic seal species: 
the courtship of emperor penguins 
ithe trumeething and pair bond- 
reg; humpback whales feed in polar 
Waters ching tha surnrreer 
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covered with blackout material, most residents 
were still plagued by insomnia. “It was hard to 
sleep because vou didn't feel tired, and nothing 
‘told’ you it was nighttime,” she reealls. 


By contrast, most of Antarctica is completely 
dark during the winter, and no one leaves The 
lee from February until August. “Employees 
who spend winters there have a psychological 
evaluation before they ¢o to make sure they 
can handle the conditions,” Keillor savs, 
MeMurdo's numerous “light” rooms, which fea- 
ture bright lights, fireplaces, and music, help 
counteract the darkness. 


With the largest contiguous desert on earth, 
Antarcticas dry conditions also contribute to 
its harsh climate. Terrain ranges from ice plains 
to drv valleys of rock and shale and, because 
the extreme cold freezes water vapor out of the 
air, the continent's interior is considered the 
world’s driest desert, “It was amazing how 
quickly vou could get dehydrated,” Keillor 
recalls, Eve irritations were common, too, due 
to volcanic ash from nearby Mr. Erebus, the 
highest point on Ross Island and the southern- 
most active voleano in the world. 


“Antarctica has no vetetation, and no scents, — 
she adds, “So when | returned home, one of the 
first things that struck me was my heightened 
sense of smell, Colors surprised me for a while, 
too, because all you see are blues, whites, and 
browns. Evervthing at home seemed so bright!” 


BRAVING SOME BOONDOOGLES 


Despite a compromised range of color, eleven 
weeks in Antaretica still provided plenty of illu-

minating experiences in the form of field 
trips—or, in MeMurdo lingo—“hboondogdles.” 


The first adventure took Keillor trekking over 
sen ice to a remote island, populated only by a 
small diving hut, There she helped two divers 
hefore and after their dive, and caught élinpses 
of seals. “It was a surreal experience,” she 
recalls, “We were out in the middle of nowhere, 
but | felt like | was at the right place at the 
right time,” 


Her next excursion led to Cape Evans, located 
on Ross Island and the site of Seott's Hut—orig- 
inally built in 1910 and used by Robert Falcon 
Seotts British Antarctic Expedition of 1910- 
L913. Abandoned in 1917, this historic hut 
remained untouched until 9356, when mem- 
hers of a US expedition dug it out from snow 
and ice. 


“The hut was incredibly well-preserved, and we 
saw the original instrments and bunk beds,” 
Keillor savs. “It looked like the explorers had 
just walked our.” 


Also roaming about the site was a group of 
indigenous “explorers"—twelve emperor pen- 
duins. “They spotted us and walked right up in 
a single file line,” Keillor recalls. “Penguins 
rarely come that close to humans, but they 
hun? around our vehicle for about twenty min- 
utes. lt was ineredihle.” 


lee caves were another spectacular sight, In 
groups of six, Keillor and fellow adventurers 
climbed into the cave's opening and slid down 
to see beautiful ice formations. 


Weekly scientific presentations provided the 
chanee to see Antarctica through modern-day 


explorers’ eyes. In particular, some of 
MeMurdo’s scientists are studving a range of 
odd-looking sea creatures in efforts to under- 
stind how they survive without freezing in the 
waters of Antarctics. 


Keillor’s stay on The Ice also coincided with the 
filming of a BEC documentary and the crew 
often shared clips, especially of their exploits 
near Mt, Erebus. One view, looking down from 
the top of the volcano, showed its lava lake — 
estimated to be miles deep and churning at 

1, 7iM)-degrees Fahrenheit. Mount Erebus is one 
of only a few active volcanoes in the world with 
exposed magma. 


“| don't think anything could top the experi- 
ences | had in Antarctica,” Keillor says. “It was 
truly once in a lifetime.” 


ONE DOWN, SIX TOGO... 


Back at Ravtheon Polar Service's Colorado 
headquarters, Keillor’s primary responsibility is 
extending the same lucky chance to a wide 
range of professionals. “I focus on recruiting 
support stalf to run MeMurdo,” save Keillor, 
“and that translates to every type of profession- 
al youd need to run a city. 


“Anvone who's been to Antarctica is so passion- 
ate about time spent there. [t's fin—and chal- 
len¢ging—to convince other people to experi- 
ence it,” 


Interacting with a cross-section of people and 
addressing their workplace needs are two 
aspects that originally attracted Keillor to the 
human resources field. A native of Goon 
Rapids, Minn,, she attended North Dakota 


State—where she pledged Theta—tfor two 
years. Following her father’s cancer diagnosis, 
Keillor transferred to St. Cloud University in 
order to be closer to home, She earned her 
bachelor of science degree in human resources 
from St. Cloud in 2007, 


“Tt was hard to leave North Dakota State, but 
my dad was proud of me,” savs Keillor of her 
father, Charles Edberg, who died in November 
2006, “He and my grandmother both graduated 
from St. Cloud University, so it was a very sig- 
nificant place for my family.” Within the next 
several years, Keillor plans to pursue her mas- 
ters degree in order to work as a human 
resources generalist—a tithe that would include 
strategic planning and employee relations and 
henetits, versus strictly recruitment. 


Between now and then, though, she'll likely 
continue to rack up the frequent flyer miles. 
Her hushand, Steve, is a pilot tor Great Lakes 
Aviation, and perks include the oceasional 
chance lor tree stand-by flights. Destinations, 
she admits, are fairly ambitious. 

“Td like to get to all seven continents,” Keillor 
says. “After all, | already have the hardest one 
down!”

PROGRAM HELPS CONSULTANTS 
MANAGE RISK AT CHAPTERS 


Risk management is not a term that oecurs refu- 
larly in conversation for most people. Yet for 
Kappa Alpha Theta’s educational leadership con- 
sultants (ELCs )}—as well as for the traveling con- 
sliltints of other Greek-letter organizations—risk 
management is a topie of much discussion 
because it is of vital importance for our chapters. 


On collede campuses today, risk management is 
an issue that Kappa Alpha Theta cannot ignore. 
It is the responsibility of all college chapters to 
be knowledgeable about Theta’s risk manage- 
ment expectations and proactive in adhering to 
Fraternity, FIPG (Fraternity Information 
Programming Group, Ine.). and campus poli- 
cies, as well as federal, state/province, and local 
laws. Helping to ecucate Theta college chapters 
thout risk management issues ix one task of the 
ELCs as they travel across the continent. 


In 1992, Rappa Alpha Theta Fraternity began an 
educational program for the traveling consult- 
ants of men’s and women’s fraternal groups 
called Risk Management on the Road (RMOTR). 
The Sorority Division of MJ Insurance joined 
Kappa Alpha Theta in 2005 to both expand 
RMOTR programming and narrow its focus to 
women's fraternity and sorority traveling con- 
sultants and their supervisors. The risk expo- 
sures for women's groups are generally much 
different from those of men’s groups, the 
engagement of alumnae volunteers and universi- 
ty professionals is ditterent for women’s groups, 
and the networking that results from participa- 
tion in this seminar can be a valuable tool for 
these vound women while they are on the road. 


“Risk Management on the Road is a powerful 
tool to bring women together to celebrate 
Panhellenic sisterhood while learning critical 
skills to manage risk,” said Colleen Coffey, pro- 
dram manager for the National Mental Health 
Awareness Campaiin and RMOTR facilitator. 
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Again this vear, Risk Management on the Read 
brought together women’s fraternal traveling 
staffs to learn about and discuss the critical 
issue of risk management in our Greek commu- 
nity. Kappa Alpha Theta and MJ lnsurance pro- 
vide a program designed to be an outstanding 
training opportunity and professional develop- 
ment tool for the traveling staffs of the NPC 
groups. Theta and Md Insurance also subsidize 
the financial cost of RMOTR, making it free 
(not including travel expenses) for any partici- 
pating group, 


In addition to Coffey and experts from MJ 
Insurance, the 2010 program featured Julie 
Burkhard, CAMPUSPEAR; Mike Dilbeck, the 
RESPONSE ABILITY Project; and Dave Westol, 
Limberlost Consulting. 


“Lapplaud Kappa Alpha Theta for bringing the 
message of bystander behavior and intervention 
to these amazing women as they prepare to 
empower other college women to do the right 
thing when they see a problem behavior,” said 
Dilbeck. 


Over the vears, the mission of RMOTR has 
remained the same: to increase the skills and 
competence of traveling consultants. Within 
this goal, the program has continued to evolve 
to include expert-driven content with an 
emphasis on applying the learning, to incorpo- 
rite opportunities for the supervisors of travel- 
ers to participate and meet as a group, and to 
open sessions to other staff and volunteers who 
may have a special interest in a specific topic. 9
